DETAILED ACTION 

This communication is in response to amendment received on 12/21/07. 
Claims 1 - 7 and 9 - 15 are presented for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 - 7 and 9 - 15 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As to claims 1 
- 7 and 9-15, the prior art fails to evaluate a difference between the field values 
measured by two magnetoresistive or magnetoinductive sensors having selected 
measurement axes which are parallel and which are offset transversely relative to each 
other; and means for evaluating a ratio between the difference and a distance 
separating the two magnetoinductive or magnetoresistive sensors. These features 
taken together with the other limitations of the claim renders the claims allowable over 
prior art.
